REVIEW OF NEW BOOKS,

W A Pryonm ov To.pay. By Mrs. C. Jenkin.
Published by Leypoldt & Holt, The title of
this story is not the most felicitona that could
havs been chosen, although the authoress at-
tempta to justify it by comparing har heroine
to the Payche of the lovely old Greek legend,
who she lakes to be “‘an eternal type of young
womanhood when she left her home to follow
the young god." The Payohe of the old story
was & type of the sonl purified and sanotifled
by love, while in the pathetic tale of
modern life which we have under no,
tioe the monl of the heroive {8 orushed and
broken because the love upon which it relied
proved illnsionary and unreal. The story,
however, is one of far more than usnal merit
and interest, and, without obtrnsiveness, the
moral is one that cannot easily be mistaken-
The soene is laid in France and the oharacters
are I'rench, and although the authoress is, we
believe, an English woman, her style is oha-
racterized by that peoulisr grasefulness whioh
Is so attractive in Frenmoch writings of thi,
elass, The varions characterd are drawn with
nice diserimination, and the heroine Regina
may almost be considered a dramatio creation.

Throughont the work thers are passages
whioh show cloge observation and study of
buman nature and fine powers of mental
analysis: passages which {Ix themselves in the
mind as pregnant iruths which are worthy of
earnest congideration, The story shows the
dangers, misfortanes, and wickedness of mere
marriages of convenience, where thare is no real
reciprovity of affection between the parties.
While the story is decidedly Irench, both in
style aud substance, the subject is treated
with the utmost delicacy, and it is entirely
free from any of that disposition to trespass
on the bounds of propriety, or to glosa over
and spologize for sin, which is the bane of
most of the best French writivgs of this class
'We can recommend the book as one of real
interest, and as likely to leave impressions of
a pure and ennobling character on the mind
of the reader.

Tes Paxsmiwme, a poem by J. Dunbap
Hylton, M. D, One of Keats’ reviewers, at
the conclusion of a slashing eriticism of his
#Endymion,”" advised him to go back to his
gallipota. If we took the same course with
the author of “The Prwsidicide’ he might
revenge himself upon us by some day becom-
ing famous, and thereby confounding us with
that large class of critics who are unable to
appreciate rising genins, Let Dr. Hylton,
therefore, continue to write verses, but let him
not print them until he has obtained & more
impartial jundgment than his own that they are
worthy of the honor of being placed before the
reading public. The scene of the—the—wall,
poem, for the want of a better word, is
Inid in the barn to which Booth made
his escape after the murder of President Lin-
ooln, and it endeavors to give the most strik-
ing events in the kistory of the conspiracy
down to the night when Booth and his associ-
ates set ont on their march of murder. Dr,
Hylton has chosen the octo-syllabic verse as
the medinm of his narrative, and a few speci-
mens culled at random will give a better idea
of his poetical abilities than any description
from our pen. IHere we have Booth in medi-
tation.

“Ho! Ho! whatform was that I saw
All elad In robes of white!

Tuat just now erossed this dismal floor—
W here came yon flash of light?

‘Was it, indeed, & hbuman form,
Or spliritol the dead ?

His miature was tall and stately,
And wide his shonlders spread,

And his eyes Lthey shone like flre,
Y et nolseless was his tread,

But I bave seéen that form before,
And that bold, open stare,

Yea, a hundred times and more—
Just as I saw It Lthere,

They're Lhe features and the form
OF the noblest man on earlh,

More than Washlogton and Ceesar
In glory and in worth.”

The spectre works on the feelinga of the
assassin, and he gives vent to his emotions in
the following language, which indicates the
medical training of the anthor more than i

does his possession of the divine afllatus:—

“Hell and devlis ! what thoughts are these,
For one so steeped in erime 7
Oneé who musl bear the curge of man
Unil the end ef time ?
Hell and flends ! what strange thooghts t111
The mind of one o low;
What care I for apirit or for man,
In this my hour of woa t
What care I if hisarteries,
Caplllaries and veins,
Be oountless as the panting streams
Of Basra's spaclous plalos
What care I how the grimson tide
Throughout their winding flows ?
Or for 1ts Maker's fearful siill
Each thew and slnew shows ?
¥or I have slain the noblest man
That e'er the sun shone on;
He who in worth and honor's path
A gulding meteor shone.”
And congiderabls more to the same purport.
The following pen-portrait of Mra. Sarratt is
unique of its kind, and we give it as a con-
cluding specimen of Dr. Hylton’s verse: —
“There came & knocking at the door,
And Dame Sorratt walked in—
All bloomlog like A morniug rose
That In suine well-walered garden blows,
And every eye mignt win,
Bhe wias a Bearty buxom dame
As over trod Lhe earin,
As foll of spirit, wit, and game,
AB any yet who smillog came
Frou scenes of spirit snd mirth,
Bhe was Lhat sl.n “ nf wowan-kind
That seldom In this laud we find,
Who wear their youtnful bloom
E'en wheun they grow old in years,
And are nol erowved with hioary halrs
When verglog on the tomb;
The very stamp for which old men
Grow young, and warm and frisk agen,
And burn wito gailty love,
Fired with passlons wild and kean;
Like those 0ld lwaln who once were seen
Ewmerging from the grove,
Usting for falr Sushnnah's charmas;
Burning to glasp her in tuelr arma
Though wesk with age they atrove.”

The peculiar appropristeness of the last
allasion we do mot exactly see, but we would
be the last to hedge about genins with undus
restrictions, and we therefore take our leave of
“The Prasidicide” by reminding the author
of Ovid’s aphorism *“FPoeta naseitur, non fit,"
and that Pegasus cannot be driven in harness
like & dray horse, unless a skilfal hand holds
the ribbons.

Insect Ravages.

The correspondent of the London &ar,
writiog from Paris, August 20, says: —

I canpot say that an exbibitlon of insects is an
attrecting sight, although most fnteresting 1o
tarmers. The one now open at the Palnw d'ln-
dustrie s all the more important tuasmuoch as
we all know of the Trlnhuuf devustation Iately
committed by locusts and cockehafers in Algeria
and in the South ol France, as well as the
mischief done by the weevils to the corn slores
Inst winter, Twelve couples of these insects in
# hectolitre of corn sutfice to producs 75,000 of
their apecies,  As each consames throe grams in
the year, the amount deswroyed during that
petiod would be 12 per eent,

The lesidonies, writes the Debatls, from whieh
I gather these curious detalls, desttoyed the
third of the wheatl crop in Belgium in the yoar
1846, which third was vulued at £1,800,000 or
40,000,000fr. The puceron, an almost mvisible
ingect, has been known in cight days Lo destroy
sixty-cight acres of colza when the plant is in
flower, The scolytus appesrs to be equally de-
structive to forests, The pigmy seolytos, in
eplte of e dimlootive size, nccomplishes a
gigantic amount of work; 60,000 young oak
tees bave erumbled 1o dust 1n the woods of
Yincennes by meuns of itsa voraelty; and the
seolytus multisfria proved equally destractive to
the elms which used to adorn the boulevards of
this capital,

These trees have latterly been replaced by a
specics ol plantidn  whiech resists their at-
tacks, aud whose broader leaf [orms a moras
officient shade from the glare and heat of the
sun. Among useful juseols, evidently milk-
worms and bees are the most noteworkiy.
Frevious to the silkworm digease, the cocoons
placed in the Bouthern departments produced
£4,000 000 worth of raw silk; uplortunntely,
that sum s now reduced to & third of a mil-
lion sterling. French bers nol only produce
wax candleg and honey, but lhikewise brandy
and vinegur,

M. Deblon exhibils vinegar, ligueur, boot and
furniture varvish, and millglygerine for pre-
serving frulte seamnst fermeniation; M. Favre-
Vommier, of Brioude, preserves made with
honey, Instead of sugnr and vinegar: M, Barot-
Denis, Kirsel, cognne, rom, ete,, all of which
varions arficles are manufactured from honey
or wax, The bees of Frence cannot be accused
of idleness, judging by the report ol their iu-
dustry in this mornivg's Deburs, Aunother carie
ong part of this exhibition appears to be the
gults of ornaments for ladies’ degoration, made
of the green and blue chrysomelingns und pha-
neus imported from the Brazils, of the bright-
winged eoleopterus found near Beaugency, and
of the blue und enamelled nojlies to be found
ou Lhe shores of the Loire,
